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WASHINGTON.—Too many people seem to 
get offended at the conclusion drawn by politi- 
cal observers that the record of Governor Thomas 
B. Dewey stands up poorly in comparison with 

that of President Roosevelt, and hence the immaturity and lack of 
experience of the New York Governor will prove a severe handicap 
to him, if he is selected as the Republican nominee next June. 

Mr. Dewev's supporters have been quick to reply that his execu- 
five experience has lust as extensive as Mr. Roosevelt's was 
before he was elected President The chief claim of both to the 
presidency, pomted out. was the fact that thev had served as 
Governor of popturlou tate in the country 

And. as regards the difference in the ages of the two men. the 
Dewev partisans remind that. where Mr. Roosevelt was 46 when he 
A elected Governor of New York, ther man was 40-—-or not 
enough variation to matter, as thev. see it. 

Granting all of this. what the Dewev people averlook is the most 
important element in the situation—the fact that we are electing 
a President at the mast crucial period of our history. We are 
engaged in the greatest war of all time. The direction given the 
ar effort and foreign policy bv the man whe sits in the White 
House for the few vears is certain have a far reaching 
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It 18 easy to therefore, where Governor Dewey's tender 
vears and very limited experience mav arise as the dominant issue 
of the campaign. He may, as has been said hefore, have the 
capacity for making one of the greatest President’s the nation has 
ever known, but not many free-thinking people will be willing to 
take a chance on him turning out that way. 

The contrast between the two prospective candidates is all the 
more great when the President's prestige is considered. No one 
can deny at the moment that he has arisen to the dominant posi- 
tion of leadership among the governing heads of the Allied nations. 
The major decisions of the war are being made in Washington, not 
in London or Moscow or Chungking. 

Washington, under the President's leadership, has become the 
nerve center of the Allied world 

For these reasons seasoned Democratic strategists, rightfully or 
wrongfully, look on Dewey as the weakest candidate the Repub- 
lhicans could offer among the outstanding men who have been men- 
tioned for the nomination. As they see it, it just doesn’t add up 
on paper that the American people will consent to the substitution 
of a 42 year-old man, with only two vears’ experience as Governor 
hack of hin, for a trained puble official, a man of 62 years, the 
last 12 of which were spent as chief executive directing the affairs 
of the nation. 

Where the Dewey people make their mistake is in drawing an 
analogy hetween their candidate and Mr. Roosevelt at the time 
the President was elected Governor of New York.
